2. The FI 1955 Program for DTPILLAR was approved by the 
DCI on 10 August 1954. The status of this project, for the 
period ending 31 January 1955 , 1 » presented below:

4, The major operational objectives for which these additional 
funds are requested is in its broad sense to blunt the threat of 
Communist organisational work in this area. More specifically, 
operations are proposed in the fields of youth and education j 
cooperatives} labor and clvio organisations} student exchanges j lay 
and ecclesiastical Buddhist groups} and newspapers and ether 
publications. It is also reasonable to assume that some information 
will be made available to the intelligence community as s by-product 
of these new activities. 

5. It is understood that there is no change in personnel 
requirements and that there sure no logistical requirements. 

6. Necessary action is being taken at this time to have 
Project DTPILLAR renewed. Revision of the Administrative Plan has 
been requested of PAPS.
